Report: Goodell to demand 
millions from Jerry Jones

The public feud between 
Dallas Cowboys owner Jerry 
Jones and NFL Commissioner 
Roger Goodell could soon take 
another turn. 

The New York Times report- 
ed Monday that Goodell plans 
to “demand millions of dollars 
from Jones and to label his 
actions last year as detrimental 
to the NFL. 

The root of the discipline was 
Jones’ challenging of Goodell’s 
contract extension and public 
opposition to the six-game 
suspension for Cowboys 
running back Ezekiel Elliott for 
violating the league’s personal 
conduct policy. 

Jones will be ordered to pay

the legal fees that the league’s 
compensation committee in- 
curred defending itself over 


Goodell’s contract, as well as 
the legal expenses the NFL 
spent defending its decision to 


suspend Elliott. 

Goodell, who came to this 
conclusion after consulting 
with other NFL owners, will 
announce the punishment for 
Jones in the coming weeks, 
according to the report. 

A source told ESPN late 
Monday that the NFL will de- 
mand at least $2 million. NFL 
owners are citing a rule that if 
an owner brings litigation 
against other owners, the own- 
er must reimburse them for the 
legal fees, ESPN reported. 

The NFL declined comment 
Monday. The Cowboys also 
declined comment through 
public relations director Rich 
Dalrymple.

Texas Wesleyan has lost 
more than a third of its football 
team after its first season in 75 
years. 

Fifty players from last year’s 
1-10 squad (the one victory was 
by forfeit) will not return, in- 
cluding nine because of fi- 
nancial reasons. 

Coaches and administrators 
say the turnover is part of 
NAIA football, where scholar- 
ships are limited to 16 and 
players endure unglamorous 
bus rides for road trips and play 
in stadiums likely smaller than 
what they had in high school. 

Because coaches had only 16 
scholarships to spread among 
their 131-man roster, many 


student aid — grants, loans and 
work-study — to cover the 
annual $43,664 cost at Texas 
Wesleyan.

Granger to 
propose act 
to put metal 
detectors in 
schools

U.S. Rep. Kay Granger be- 
lieves there's a way to help 
make students safer while at 
school — metal detectors. 

As soon as next week, Gran- 
ger, R-Fort Worth, plans to file 
the "Securing Children in 
Schools Act," which would cre- 
ate a federal grant program to 
help pay for and install metal 
detectors at public elementary, 
middle and high schools. 

"When we decided to make 
airports safe from armed terror- 
ists, we installed metal detectors 
and dramatically increased 
safety," she said. "It's time we 
did the same thing for our 
schools." 

Granger stresses that her 
proposal — one of many being 
suggested by elected officials — 
is just one step Congress can 
take to keep students safe at 
school.
